Bethel Budget Increases by $3161 


Report No Ill Effect on Tax Rate 


To be Voted an March 7 

The 1966 Bethel appropriations 
ag recommended by the Budget 
Committee is $257,728, an Increase 
of $3,161. over 1965, Judging 
from the present state of accounts, 
and the fact that the anticipated 
49 mill rate last year, figured out 
it 39 milis after assessments were 
completed, Town Manager Mich- 
ael Houlihon felt that the 36 mill 
vile would not be exeeeded In 


1966, despite the increase (equal 
to about 4 mil) in the appro- 
priation. 

The Budget Commitee presents 
& comparison table of the 1965 
appropriation, amounts avaliable, 
snd amounts expended, last year, 
beside the recommended amounts 
for 1966. A study of the table may 
he helpful in understanding why 
current recommendations vary 
from last year.
